notified the Association, which sent 
a drayman for the barrels and re- 
turned to you the precise sum you 
paid for them. - This pleasant lit- 
tle incident of buying wine has now 
gone glimmering for ever. 

Not only that, the association is 
charging $6.50 a barrel as against 
a former price of $1.50 a barrel. 

It pays to gell barrels to the pub- 
lé at $6.50 apiece, particularly if 
they are old barrels that are being 
carried on the books of the assoc- 
jation at a valuation of. 50 or 76 
cents. 

In order to have plenty of bar- 
rels to sell along with its wine the 
Association has had nearly every 
cooper available working Sundays, 
holidays, and overtime, turning out 
barrels, and it has Practically used 
up all the oak staves Pprocurable for 
barrel manufacture, 

In order to have lots of barrels, 
it has been paying $4.25 for old 
whiskey barrels, scraping them out 
and charging the shipper $6.50 a 


barrel, in the hope that he will 
not return the receptacle before 
March 1.
